W ith the season for m otoring only a short 
distance away, it is estim ated tha t the thirty 
m illion people in Indiana, who have eight and a 
ha lf m illion autom ob iles, will m ake up the ever 
increasing m otor carav an —all going somewhere. 
W ith this in m ind, E. R. Baldridge, president 
of the Hoosier S tate Automob ile association de­ 
clares tha t “We Sing In d ian a — W hy Not Know 
In d ian a.” 
W ith the good roads w hich are to b e had in 
this state, and the good roads w hich are to b e 
b uilt, it places every historical point of interest 
close to every m otorist’s door. 
In this connection it m ight b e added further 
tha t nothing should interfere w ith the plan of 
the highw ay com m ission for going forw ard w ith 
the road b uilding plan w hich they have m apped 
out ahead of them for several years to come. 
It is a known fact tha t the old “R ipper Bill” 
gang is m aking an effort now to work their way 
nto the com mission, and w hen such a turn in 
politics come to further the ir end, the money 
for the good roads program , m ay find itself in 
some other fund — or pocket. 
It is true, we sing of Indiana. 
We should

W hen you go to church next Sunday and the 
m in ister’s voice vib rates and you can alm ost hear 
a pin drop, and the echo causes an annoyance, 
perhaps there is a reason! 
Even the court room in the R ush county 
court house, w hich provides poor acoustics b e­ 
cause of the echo, seems to b e growing worse in 
tha t m an n er instead of b ecoming b etter. 
P er­ 
haps there is a reason for this also! 
An am azing discovery has b een m ade b y a 
London scientist, who declares tha t through ex­ 
perim ents to locate irritatin g echo sounds, the 
fa ult does not b elong entirely to the 
b uilding,- 
b ut to the audience. 
He says the audience isn’t w earing enough 
Clothes! 
T he echo 
in 
b uildings 
was com paratively 
light in othe r days b ecause of the volum inous 
woolen clothes w orn b y v/omen and woolen a b ­ 
sorb s sound. 
The expert says tha t since women 
have discarded petticoats and heavier garm ents, 
less wool is w orn and consequently less sound is 
ab sorb ed. 
W omen are 
not alone b lam ed, 
b ecause in 
some gatherings w here the echo is noticeab le, 
m en will b e found w ith stiffer shirt fronts, and 
these act as sounding b oards. 
So the next tim e you are in a b uilding tha t 
has a tendency to vib rate and echo w ith the 
sounds, look around you, and see if the audience, 
or the b uilding, is to b e b lam ed for the troub le. 


THIEVES HIGHLY ORGANIZED 
“Fences” organized 
along 
highly 
efficient 
b usiness lines, dispose annually of loot valued at 
$500,000,000, 
according 
tu 
Newton 
D. Baker, 
chairm an 
of the N ational Crim e 
Commission. 
Mr. Baker, who was form erly Secretary of W ar, 
m ade pub lic this estim ate of annual losses from 
the fts in a statem en t announcing the in trod uc­ 
tion in Congress of a b ill designed to stop the ac­ 
tivities of receivers of stolen goods. 


C oncerning the work of the Com m ittee, Mr. 
B aker says: “This com m ittee, w ith the advice of 
m en who have given m uch previous study to the 
question^, has m ade an exhaustive survey of the 
situation, 
and from the 
statem ents of 
pub lic 
prosecutors, chiefs of police and b usiness firm s 
throughout the country, is convinced tha t the 
claim s tha t losses from this source am ount to 
m ore tha n 
$500,000,000 
yearly, 
is m ore 
tha n 
justified.” 


Mr. B aker’s report shows tha t thfe solitary 
b urglar is disappearing, and tha t his place is b e­ 
ing tak en b y crim inals well organized who m ake 
the fts of m erchandise on a large scale. 
He ex­ 
presses the b elief tha t 
com m ercially organized 
thieves would dissolve the ir hands overnight if 
their “fences,” the ir m arket or outlet, were elim - 
/ inated. 


W ith such trem endous thefts, b urglary and 
rob b ery insurance is b eing called upon to pro­ 
tect the pub lic from losses w hich, in the aggre­ 
gate, are running well up tow ard the total of the 
an n ual destruction caused b y fire in this nation. 
The casualty insurance com panies are stepping 
into the b reach to repay m uch of the disastrous 
loss caused b y rob b ery, b ut they m ust have pub ­ 
lic cooperation along lines of crim e prevention, 
just as m ust fire insurance com panies have sim ­ 
ilar cooperation along lines of fire prevention, if 
this terrific annual drain on the coun try’s re ­ 
sources is to b e checked or reduced.

Mex ico City , March 22—(U.R)— 
The capitol city and su rrou nding 
states today had recov ered from 
9 night of terror, occasioned by 
the most v igorou s earth shocks 
in 17 y ears. 
Lights in Mex ico City were ex ­ 
tingu ished when the temblors 
shattered electric wires. Thou s­ 
ands of persons, many in night 
clothing, ran into the darkened 
streets. 
The shocks lasted only three 
minu tes—10:16 to 10:19 p. m.‘— 
and so far as cou ld be told 
Lo - 
day there was no great damage. 
Six persons were reported to 
hav e been inju red here and one 
small shack collapsed. 
The official report from the 
Tacu bay a observ atory establish­ 
ed the time of the qu akes. The 
report also said the tremors were 
so sev ere that part of the Seis)- 
mic apparatu s had been dislod­ 
ged. 
The v olcano Popocatepetl, 45 
miles north of Mex ico City , sent 
great flames and lav a into the 
sky abou t the time of the dis­ 
tu rbance. While the v olcano has 
been activ e for y ear, it was ne­ 
v er considered dangerou s. 
The National Telegraph was 
adv ised that sev eral hou ses col­ 
lapsed at Oax aca and nu merou s 
persons were slightly inju red. 
Lights were ex tingu ished there 
and chu rch bells tolled. 
While the distu rbances lasted 
only three minu tes, the streets 
and bu ildings here were dark for 
more than fiv e minu tes and the 
crowds were nerv ou s. Many ran 
into the streets. 
At least three adjoining states 
—Tabasco, Gu errero an,d Pu eblo 
—reported feeling ther shocks 
which were sev ere at Villa Hdr- 
mosa, Tabasco and 
Gu errero 
Fu ebla.

Fire! W hat is this term that 
cau ses so mu ch damage and so 
many liv es? If people only real­ 
ized the real importance of this 
word they wou ld do ev ery thing 
in their power to prev ent it. 
One of the first things in try ­ 
ing to prev ent fire is co-opera­ 
tion. Co-operation is more neces­ 
sary in the cou ntry than in the 
city . In ru ral commu nities where 
there is no fire department, peo­ 
ple co-operate and ev ery time a 
fire breaks ou t they 
assemble 
and try to pu t it ou t. Conditions 
are more improv ed for the farm ­ 
er’s safety in case of fire at the 
present time. He has improv ed 
farm water 
su pply , 
adequ ate 
pu mping facilities, the telephone 
by which help may be su mmoned 
and the au tomobile by which 
neighbors may be brou ght; bu t 
his chief safegu ard is the ex er­ 
cise of care by all who liv e on 
the farm, at ev ery point where 
fire might possibly be started. 
In y ou r own home y ou 
may 
find many things which 
cou ld 
easily cau se a fire. Won’t y ou try 
to improv e those? For instance, 
if the chimney on y ou r hou se is 
cracked, cou ld not sparks easily 
fly ou t on \h e roof? There wou ld­ 
n’t be mu ch chance to sav e the 
hou se after it had gotten a good 
start. Then, 
afterwards, 
y ou 
wou ld, say , “If I had only fix ed 
that old chimney flu e, ju st look 
what I wou ld hav e sav ed.” Bu t 
it is most generally too 
late 
when th at comes to one’s mind. 
One of the chief and most im ­ 
portant cau ses of fire is 
care­ 
lessness. The most 
im portant 
way to prev ent it is carefu lness. 
Do not leav e the box of matches

ly ing 
arou nd where y ou nger 
children may play with them or 
mice may carry them away into 
piles of ru bbish and make them 
ignite. Also nev er leav e ru bbish 
ly ing arou nd. Besides being dis­ 
gu sting and 
u nsanitary , it 
is 
dangerou s. The disposal of hot 
ashes is also v ery im portant in 
prev enting fire. 
Lightning rods 
on hou ses, 
barns, garages and other bu ild­ 
ings are a prev ention of 
fire 
which cou ld be cau sed 
when 
stru ck by lightning. 
In the school, pu pils hav e been 
tau ght fire drills and the impor­ 
tance of them. Children are not 
allowed to wander arou nd in the 
rooms in which the heating and 
lighting plants are kept. If this 
were allowed, any little 
child 
might u nconsciou sly set fire to 
the school bu ilding by play ing 
with the engines wThere ex plos­ 
iv es are u sed. 
Fire ex tingu ishers shou ld be 
ready for u se at all times and nc 
pu pil shou ld be allowed to mov e 
them from one place to another. 
When su mmed u p from 
all 
sides, fire is du e to carelessness 
It can be prev ented by 
two 
things, carefu lness and thou ght­ 
fu lness.

Offioen Have No 
Clues Upon

Two Milroy business houses, 


the Tompkins Brothers store and 
the Hazelrigg store, were visited 
by burglars some time during the 
night or early this morning. The 
thieves broke into the cash reg- 
isters and safes at each place 
and are believed to have made 
their escaped with over $200 in 
cash. 


Entry was gained to the Tomp- 


kins store by cutting out a pa- 
nel to the side door. It was be- 
lieved that the thieves entered 
the Hazelrigg store with a skel- 
eton key. The Tompkins 
safe, 


with a simple combination, was 
opened and the cash taken. The 
door to the safe at the Hazelrigg 
store was forced. 


It was evident that the robbers 


were not novices at the game for 
one of the strong boxes 
was 


forced in a most efficient man- 
ner. A sledge and chisel were 
used to knock off the dial and 
then the mechanism was driven 
on through inside the safe allow- 
ing the bolts to slip back and 
the safe door to open. 


It was thought that the thieves 


had used an automobile to make 
their escape. No merchandise 
was taken as far as an incom- 
plete check could show. 
The 


thieves were evidently wanting 
only cash. The haul at the T»m- 
pkins store was roughly esti- 
mated at slightly less than $100 
and possibly more than $100 at 
the other store. 


Sheriff L. M. Coons was called 


about 6 o'clock this 
morning 


when the robberies were discov- 
ered by those who opened the 
places of business for the day's 
'work. Sheriff Coons went to the 
scene of the burglaries. A dog 
was brought from the Wilsona 
Kennels and the animal trailed 
the thieves out the door, down 
an alley and across main street 
where it lost the scent at the 
spot the men doubtless entered 
an automobile. 


It was believed that the work 


was that of two or more men. 
The theory that it was local tal- 
ent or t"hat it as the work of an 
individual was scouted by those 
who were at the scene of* the 
robberies. The thieves accom- 
plished their work and left few 
clues for the local authorities to 
work upon. The fact that they 
took nothing but cash will make 
their whereabouts hard to trace.

Fall himself never expects to 


stand trial as he is seriously ill 
and his physicians say he has 
but six or seven months to live. 


"I know nothing whatsoever of

The topics which he] 
took up and applied as fitting a 
Kiwanian, were honesty, fair 
competition, law and business 
impartial arbitration, improving 
employment conditions, reduc- 
tion of waste and business stab- 
alization. 


Mr. George stated that years 


ago business men had a ten- 
dency to oppose each other. He 
recalled an»affair of years ago 
when one clothier here was so 
opposed against his competitor, 
that he killed him. Today, Mr. 
George pointed out, there is ap- 
plied a higher standard for com- 
petition, and men in the same 
business now work hand and 
hand for the good of their com- 
munity, as well as their individ- 
ual business.

kind of soil,- he said, -which can 
be determined before hand.

THIEVES HIGHLY ORGANIZED 


"Fences" organized along highly efficient 


business lines, dispose annually of loot valued at 
$500,000,000, according t» Newton D. Baker, 
chairman of the National Crime 
Commission. 


Mr. Baker, who was formerly Secretary of War, 
made public this estimate of annual losses from 
thefts in a statement announcing the introduc- 
tion in Congress of a bill designed to stop the ac- 
tivities of receivers of stolen goods. 


Concerning the work of the Committee, Mr 


Baker says: "This committee, with the advice of 
men who have given much previous study to the 
questioj^, has made an exhaustive survey of the 
situation, and from the statements of public 
prosecutors, chiefs of police and business firms 
throughout the country, is convinced that the 
claims that losses from this source amount to 
more than $500,000,000 yearly, is more than 
justified." 


Mr. Baker's report shows that the solitary 


burglar is disappearing, and that his place is be- 
ing taken by criminals well organized who make 
thefts of merchandise on a large scale. 
He ex- 


presses the belief that commercially organized 
thieves would dissolve their hands overnight if 
their "fences," their market or outlet, were elim- 


THE ECHO AND AN AUDIENCE. 


When you go to church next Sunday and the 


r»inister's voice vibrates and you can almost hear 
a pin drop, and the echo causes an annoyance, 
perhaps there is a reason! 


Even the court room in the Rush county 


court house, which provides poor acoustics be- 
cause of the echo, seems to be growing worse in 
that manner instead of becoming better. Per- 
haps there is a reason for this also! 


An amazing discovery has been made by a 


London scientist, who declares that through ex- 
periments to locate irritating echo sounds, the 
fault does not belong entirely to the 
building, 


but to the audience. 


He says the audience isn't wearing enough 


tlothes! 


The echo in buildings was comparatively 


light in other days because of the voluminous 
woolen clothes worn by women and woolen ab- 
sorbs sound. The expert says that since women 
have discarded petticoats and heavier garments, 
less wool is worn and consequently less sound is 
absorbed. 


Women are not alone blamed, because in 


some gatherings where the echo is noticeable, 
men will be found with stiffer shirt fronts, and 
these act as sounding boards. 


So the next time you are in a building that 


has a tendency to vibrate and echo with the 
sounds, look around you. and see if the audience, 
or the building, is to be blamed for the trouble.

The casualty insurance companies are stepping 
into the breach to repay much of the disastrous 
loss caused by robbery, but they must have pub- 
lic cooperation along lines of crime prevention, 
just as must fire insurance companies have sim- 
ilar cooperation along lines of fire prevention, if 
this terrific annual drain on the country's re- 
sources is to be checked or reduced.

Mexic* City Qjriet TwUy After 
Having Spent Restless Night 


By Occasional Recks 


SO SEVERE THAT THE 


ELECTRIC WIRES BROKE 


Mexico City, March n—«•»— 


The capital city and surrounding 
states today had recovered from 
a night of terror, occasioned by 
the most vigorous earth .shocks 
hi 17 years. 


Lights in Mexico City were ex- 


tinguished when the temblors 
shattered electric wires. Thous- 
ands of persons, many hi night 
clothing, ran into the darkened 
streets. 


The shocks lasted only three 


minutes—10:16 to 10:19 p. m>— 
and so far as could be told to- 
day there was no great damage. 
Six persons were reported to' 
have been injured here and one 
small shack collapsed. 


The official report from the 


Tacubaya observatory establish- 
ed the time of the quakes. The 
report also said the tremors were 
so severe that part of the SeiH- 
mic apparatus had been dislod- 
ged. 


The volcano Popocatepetl, 45 


miles north of Mexico City, sent 
great flames and lava into the 
sky about the time of the dis- 
turbance. While the volcano has 
been active for year, it was ne- 
ver considered dangerous. 


The National Telegraph was 


advised that several houses col- 
lapsed at Oaxaca and numerous 
persons were slightly injured. 
Lights were extinguished 
there 


and church bells tolled. 


While the disturbances lasted 


only three minutes, the streets 
and buildings here were dark for 
more than five minutes and the 
crowds were nervous. Many ran 
into the streets.

Another Winning fire 


(This essay was written 
by 


Margaret Browning of the New 
Salem school, in the recent coun- 
ty contest on flre prevention. 
This essay was awarded third 
place in the township schools, 
and is one ore-series which have 
been published). . 


Fire! What is this term that 


causes so much damage and so 
many lives? If people only real- 
ized the real importance of this 
word they would do everything 
in their power to prevent it. 


One of the first things in try- 


ing to prevent flre is co-opera- 
tion. Co-operation is more neces- 
sary in the country than in the 
city. In rural communities where 
there is no flre department, peo- 
ple co-operate and every time a 
flre breaks out they 
assemble 


and try to put it out. Conditions 
are more improved for the farm- 
er's safety in case of fire at the 
present time. He has improved 
farm water supply, 
adequate 


pumping facilities, the telephone 
by which help may be summoned 
and the automobile by which 
neighbors may be brought; but 
his chief safeguard is the exer- 
cise of care by all who live on 
the farm, at every point where 
fire might possibly be started. 


In your own home you may 


find many things which 
could 


easily cause a fire. Won't you try 
to improve those? For instance, 
if the chimney on your house is 
cracked, could nbt sparks easily 
fly out on toe roof? There would- 
n't be much chance to save the 
house after it had gotten a good 
start. Then, afterwards, 
you 


would, say, "If I had only fixed 
that old chimney flue, just look 
what I would have saved." But 
it is most generally too 
late 


when that comes to one's mind. 


One of the chief and most im- 


portant causes of fire is care- 
lessness. The most 
important 


way to prevent it is carefulness. 
Do not leave the box of matches 


lying 
around where younger 


children may play wtth them «r 
mice may carry them away into 
piles of rubbish and make them 
ignite. Also never leave rubbish 
lying around. Besides being dis- 
gusting and 
unsanitary, it is 


dangerous. The disposal of hot 
ashes is also very important in 
preventing fire. 


Lightning rods 
on houses, 


barns, garages and other build- 
ings are a prevention of 
flre 


which could be caused 
when 


struck by lightning. 


In the school, pupils have been 


taught fire drills and the impor- 
tance of them. Children are not 
allowed to wander around hi the 
rooms in which the heating and 
lighting plants are kept. If this 
were allowed, any little child 
might unconsciously set flre to 
the school building by playing 
with the engines where explos- 
ives are used. 


Fire extinguishers should be 


ready for use at all times and no 
pupil should be allowed to move 
them from one place to another. 


When summed up from 
all 


sides, fire is due to carelessness. 
It can be prevented by 
two 
things, carefulness and thought- 
fulness.

at any drug store, is sufficient to 
treat SO bushels of seed oats. Se- 
veral methods of applying 
the 


solution are effective, and the 
one to use is only a matter of 
preference. For the spray meth- 
od, mix 1 pint of formaldehyde 
with 1 pint of water and pour 
into a quart sorayer. If 
fewer 


than SO bushels are to be treat- 
ed, use a correspondingly smaller 
quantity of the solution. Shovel 
the oats from one pile to an- 
other, spraying each shovelful. 
A. scoop-shovelful of seed 
re- 


quires about four strokes of the 
piston of the spray Run. After 
the oats are sorayei, shovel them 
into a pile and cover with blan- 
kets or sacks that have 
been 


thoroughly sprayed to kill smut 
sporesi The pile should remain 
covered at least 5 hours, and may 
be left over night. 
Treatment 


may be given at any tune prev- 
ious to sowing, but when seeding 
is delayed the oats should be 
spread out and aired for a day 
before storing. 


To treat 50 bushels by 
the 


•sprinkled method" add 1 pint 
of formaldehyde to 40 gallons of 
water and apply with a sprink- 
ling can while the oats are be- 
ing shoveled from one pile to 
another. Cover in the same way 
and leave at least 2 hours or 
over night. On removing the co- 
ver sow immediately, making al- 
lowance for the swollen condi- 
tion of the seed when setting the 
drill. If sowing is delayed, the 
treated seed should be spread out 
and thoroughly dried.

Formaldehyde vapor irritates 


These 
effects may be reduced by hoW- 
ng the sprayer close to the oats 
by working from the windward 
side of the treated pile, and by 
doms; the work hi well-ventilat- 
ed place. After using the sprin- 
kle and dip methods, care should 
>e taken to avoid freezing or 
heating of wet seed. In all meth- 
ods, 
avoid contaminating 
the 


.reated seed. All bags, sacks, 
blankets, and even 
the drill 


should be wet with the solution 
to kill «ny spores present. 


Surpus seed treated with for- 


maldehyde may be fed to live- 
stock without injury, provided 
the grain has been spread out 
first and thorughly dried 
for

tocracy and their pride of race 
has caused them to ignore their 
continually decreasing fortune. 
At last there is left

Miss Ellen Portland, her imprac- 
tical nephew, Whitney, and his 
twins, Audrey and 
Alexander. 


The older people Hve entirely in 
the past, glorying in 
ancient 


splendors, ignoring the passing 
of tune. .Invariably their thought 
turns to the OkUPlace, the fam- 
ily estate on Long Island which 
years before had gone to satisfy 
tbe demands of creditors. To 
then* it stood as a symbol of 
the family and their residence in 
the 
shabby 
Twenty-seventh 


srteet house seemed only temp- 
orary.
